gaged in draping the vast.rotunda of the capi- 
tel in mourning and in. erecting a bier upon | 
which was to rest the casket containing the re- 
mains of the dead senator. 

Upon this bier have lain in state Presidents 
Lincoln and Garfield, Chief Justice Chase and 
Representative Thad Stevens. The heavy black 
drapery with which it is covered, however, has 
been previously used but on one oceasion. Ft- 
was feund stored away in one ofthe senate 
crypts with an inscription attached to it stating 
thet it had covered the bier on-which President 
Lincoln was laid in state, and it was thought 
} appropriate that it should serve the ~same sad_ 
office for another distinguished son of Filinois. 

A sheet of fresh fallen snow covered the 
ground this ening, and the skies were over- 
cast and sombre. 

At the Logan mansion a]! preparations for a 
temeyal ef the dead statesman had heen per- 
fected during the night. The remains still lay 
in the chamber where the general died, but 
had been placed in a casket elaborately draped, 
a receptacle whose hermatic inner casing of 
copper was concealed by its quilted lining ‘of 
creamy -satin, and whose plateglass ftop, not 
yet in position, was designed to reveal the 

entire length of the form within. A square 
plate of silver, in the middle of the cover, 
bears this inscription: 


RBJOHN A. LOGAN, 
U. & SENATOR. 
: Born February 9, 1826. : 
: Died December 26, 1886.° : 


Floral pillows, with faneral legends, crosses 
aud anchors, and other appropriate emblems, 
were placed near the casket and about the room. 

At 11 e’clock the undertaker and his désist- 
ants withdrew, when the immediatc family 
were summoned, and for a brief time were left 
aione with their dead. 

Then the lids were fastened in place, the am- 
ple folds ofa garrison flag were arranged about 
. the casket and tied. in place with ribbons of 
white, while flowers and palm branches were 
placed upon its top. These last offices of love 
and respect were performed by the loving 
hapds of the only son.

Mrs. Logan knelt sobbing 
at the bead of the casket, and when the others 
had entered and the door had been closed, the 
voice of the pastor was raised in prayer. 

There was a moment arysilence, broken only 
by the sobs of the stricken ones,and then the sou 
tenderly raised the almost fainting form of the 
widow, and led her away. Remaining: friends 
paused for a last sight of the beloved features, 
and with their departure ended the family’s 
custody of the statesman’s remains. The con- 
gressional committee now took formal charge 
of the remains. The sergeants-at-arms super- 
intended the closing of the casket and its slow 
and orderly removal from the chamber of 
death, down the broad stairw ay, between a liae 
of uncovered escort and its placing in the 
hearse. 

Fifes and muffled drums sounded a salute, 
which merged itself-into the air of, “Nearer 
My God to Thee,” and at the word “forward,” 
the hearse, preceded by the pastor’s carriage 
alone, surrounded by platoons of Grand Army 

- men in uniforn and followed by a long pro- 
cession of carriages, moved slowly down the hill 
and towards the capitol. 

As early as 10 o'clock, five hundred persons 
had assembled in the retunda of the capitol, 
although it was not expected that the remains 
of Senator Logan would be laid in state until 
12:30 p.m. At moon the crowd had swollen to 
te u thousand, and patiently awaited the arrival 
of the funeral cor tege, which did not reach the 

capitol until after half-past one. The interior 

of the vast dome was tastefully draped, and 
upon the spot where many who have made 
their mark in American history have lain in 
state, rested the bier prepared to receive the 
easket containing’ the remains of the dead 
senator, 

Roundabo were groupe d masses of floral 
tributes which filled the place with their per- 
fumes. Asthe funeral procession approached 
the east front of the capitol, the doors of the 
rotunda were © ened, and the assemblage un- 
covered and stood in respectful silence, 

The comm*‘*ee and honorary pall -bearers 
filed in, fcr’ ug as they halted double lines, 
between which the casket was borne to its 
place.of state. Then the pall-bearers retired 
and the spectators were requested to withdraw. 

When at two o’clock the doors. were again 
opened, the lid of the casketthad been removed. 
Military guards of honor, fully uniformed and 
accoutred, stood “at rest” at the head and foot 
and on either side of the casket, while lines of 
Grand Army men were drawn up from door to 
door, between which the people passed to view 
the remains. 

‘It is impossible to even roughly estimate the 
Dumber of persons.who have passed throngh 
the rotunda today to pay a last mark of respect 
to the remains of General Lozan. Those who 
have been in aitendance since the body was 
plac cd on the bier say: 

“We cannot tell how many have passed.” 

Thousandsand thousands have been here. 
No one can estimate the number. When the 
Hid was lifted from the easket shortly before 
three o’elock this afternoon, about eight thou- 
sand people were outside the doors of the capi- 
tal, patently awajting an oppertunity to view 
the dead man's features. They formed a 
closely packed line six deep extending from 
the brouze doors at the eastern entrance of the 
rotunda, down the capital steps and 
ACTORS the carriage wiy to 
the etatne of Washington, situated 
at the opposite end of the paved space separa- 
ting the enpitol building from the green park- 
ing on the east. These 8,000 people had only 
time for a brief glance at the face of the dead 
eonator as they passed nliong, seventy a minute, 
As it grew dusk the crowd thinned oat percep- 
tibly, and more time could “be allowed its com- 
ponent members, A large wamber of ladies 
passed through the rotunda, as did also many 
eolored people. The men, as a rule, gave a 
short look and passed on, while the women 
seemed inclined to linger. Many of them were 
mere curiosity seekers, but every little while 
some One who had evidently more than 
a curious interest in the dead man.

steamer Bradish Johnson,:used as.a boarding 
house, at Jatkson, on the Bigbee river, eleven 
miles above Mobile, “on Wednesday night. 
There is no telegraph‘line to that:point. The 
Johnson was lying with her nose in the bank 
and a gang-plank out. A, C,. reall, one of the 
bosses, gave the following description of the 
fire: 

“I had just gone to bed-when I heard ¢he cry 
of ‘fire!’ I got ipto my pants somehow and

looking in at the fire. ‘They seemed dazed and 


did not know what todo, They had shouted

“There was an old Alabamian in the room 
next to mine. I don’t know his name. He 
was asleep when I went to bed,ffor I heard him 
snoring. I hammered and pounded away with 
all wink’ but I den’t kaow whether I got him 
awake or not. The smoke was.already filling 
the cabin, and men ‘were running around like 
mad. [hardly know what ha , iI.tan 
forward through the cabin, and my eyes and 
mouth got so full of smoke that [ did not know 
where 1 was going. The negroes were mostly 
lodged on the lower deck. They all came run- 
ning forward about the same time we got there. 
The vessel burned very fast and was a solid 
mass of flames in a moment. When I 
reached the bank I turned around and saw the 
pilot heuse and texas fall in with some of the 
negroes. Others fied upthe bank in «a mob 
and rushed to the woods, where they huddled 
like sheep, and could not be persuaded to come 
dawn to the boat. They knew that some of 
their number were lost. in the burning vessel. 
They were seemingly superstitions about it. 
They di not want to go uear the place. The 
boat became a mass of flames and burned for 
abeut an houk, when she sank, nothing but the 
jecksteff remaining out of the water. As 
soon as I got ashore, there’was a report that 
there were men in the water-on the other side 
of the steamer. Skiffs were manned and sent 
to the rescue. They picked up Mr. Daly, one 
of the caison {men, Neal, an Englishman, in 
one of the skifts, had two negroes near him, 
but they *ank out of sight.

been others, for I don’t think they had a 
chance to be awakened and then escape, for if 
was ajl IT could do with the smartest kind of 
running to gét out alive. 

“Had the fire broken out one hour later, 
when all the men would have been in bed, 
none of us would have escaped, for there 
would have been nobody in the. cabin to dis- 
cover the smoke, and the whole crowd would 
have been suffocated. As to the origin of the 
fire I know nothing. The cook was sick and 
knows nothing about it. He says the boys 
told him before he went to sleep that the fires 
in the galley were all out and everything safe. 


The watchman on deck below did not see the 


fire until the alarm was given.” 

The Bradish Johnson was built in the west 
for what is called the “Louisiana lower coast 
trade;’ that is, from New Orleans down to the 
pasces of the Mississippi. She was named after 
Bradish Johnson, reputed to be ene of the rich- 
est sugar planters in Louisiana. In 1874 Cap- 
tain J. Stone brought her here from New Or- 
Jeans and ran her on the Alabama and its trib- 
utaries for several years, until she got in litiga- 
tion and was finally sold at marshal’ssale. The 
purchaser was Captain H. C, Baldwin, who 
kept her in the same trade... After his death 
she. passed to Mr, Rittenhouse Moore, who has 
owned her ever since. Two years ago she was 
condemned and went out of commission. She 
was not insured and her value was nominal.

DANVILLE, Ky., December 30.—Thé insice 
facts connected with the death of W. T. Clark- 
son, at Junction City, Christmas day, have just 
leaked out, and are as follows: 

Saturday morning Clarkson went to the 
house of Dan Twaddle, yardmaster of the stave 
factory, upon some business, Clarkson being an 
en cpocen ofthe factory. Clarkson has all his 


lifefbeen a tempeance man, Twaddle an anti- 
prehibitionist. Twaddle had egg-nog at his 
house. He asked Clarkson to drink with him. 
Clarkson refused. Twaddle insisted repeat- 
ediy, and said: “You know I havekept youina 
job at the factry, and to show your 
friendship for me you ought to 
to drink with me.” Goaded on, and foreed by 
repeated tenders # drink, Clarkson yielded, 
took, one, two and more glasses, which soon 
began to tellon him. Twaddle soon saw that 
Clarkson was his victim, It was not long until 
they adjourned to the bar of G. W. Ball & Co. 
When the doggery was reached, drink after 
drink was poured down Clarkson until he lost 
all consciousness and sank to the floor. While 
on the floor, a grand jubilee was gone through 
with by those who had been taking delight in 
his fall. Time and again’ Clarkson was raised 
from the floor and liquor poured down his 
throat until he could contain no more.’ 

During all this time the. motley crowd in the 
barroom were celebrating the fall of Clarkson, 
who has always borne a good character, and 
enjoyed « reputation for sobriety, uprightness 
aud justice to all. 

When Clarkson beeame dead drunk, or, as 
some say, when he was lying on: the barroom 
floor dead, he -was picked up, placed in a 

wagon, from which was raised a banner bearing 
the insc ription, “Prohibitionist.

Lord Hartingtob, Joseph Chamberlain and.

They found themselves equally averse to join- 
ing any coalition cabinet, and all three decided 
to support a conservative government. 

The marquis of Salisbury after an interview 
with Lord Hartington, tomorrow, will hold an 
informal council for the purpose of rearranging 
the cabinet. There is not a whisper about sir 
Michael Hicks- Beach having resigned the office 
of chief secretary for Ireland, and it is certain 
that at the meeting of the cabinet,on Tuesday, 
the othcr ministers concurred in his expressed 
decision to continue his present work. 

Sir Michael, replying to an address present- 
ed by a deputation of Ulster liberal unionists 
in Dublin today, expressed the hope that he 
would be able at the coming session of parlia- 
ment to assist in bringing bofore that body the 
suggestions of the deputation. The tenor of 
his remarks indicated that he would remain in 
his present position. 

In the course of his reply to the deputation, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said: 

We want the full support of the unionists, 
which, to my mind, cannot properly be given 
whilea part of them are outside the camp. Owing 
to regretful circumstances, the chance was lost 
last summer. That chance has rececurred. If you 
are able to influence the Jiberal-unionist. leaders, 
so that they shall avail themselves of that chance, 
do so. Thereis nota man in the cabinet who is 
not willing to make any sacrifice to obtain such a 
result. The meatier will rest with you and your 

leaders. 

“llord Charles Beresford, one of the junior 
lords of the .admiralty, is mentioned as the 
successor to Willian’ Henry Smith in’ the war 
office. Otherwise,.the ministry will remain 
unchanged. 

Lord Hartington’s conference today with 
Chathberlain and Goschen proved that the rad- 
ieal-whig alliance is unbroken. Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s interview with Lord Hartington lasted 
two heurs. Both gentlemen expressed the 
opinion that it would be the wisest policy to 
maintain the liberal unionist body as an inde- 
pendent section.

At the Methodist church, on Sunday last, was 
witnessed a singular scene, which emphasized 
the fact that Talbotton was the home of minis- 
ters. Rev. W. M. Hayes, presiding elder of the 
Columbus district, and who resides in Talbot- 
ton, occupied the pulpit, and seated around the 

altar were five other ministers, Rev. J. B. 
McGehee, Rev. J. T. McLanghlin, Rev. H. R. 
Felder, Rev. N. D. Moorehouse and Rev. W. E. 
Mumford, all residents of Talbotton. These 
laborers in the vineyard are enjoying what 
might be called an “off day,” which they are 


spending with their families. It is doubtful if | 


another town in the state, with a population of 
1.500 souls, entertains within its corporate lim- 
its. an equal number of ministers; or, if an 
equal number, not so much piety and trne 
worth. A brief personal mention of these gen- 
tlemen may not be out of place. 

REV. J. B. M’GEHEE. 

Rey. J. B. McGehee, presiding elder of the 
Macon district, was born at Perry, Ga., fifty- 
four years ago, and has given thirty-five years 
of that time to the ministry. Nor has that 
service been a stinted one, for during that 
time he has not taken a vacation, nor has he 
gone to the “springs” for his health. At one 
time he was president of Andrew Female 
college, and has been 2a delegate to three 
general conferences.

During the hostilities be- 
tween the statés, he served his country faith- 
‘fully as a private in the confederate armies, 
and left upon the battlefield an arm—a trophy 
of his fidelity. He stands prominent today as 
one of the ablest pulpit oraters in the South 
Georgia conference. He has spent two years in 
Talbotton, a year and a half as pastor of the 
Methodist church, and filled the unexpired 
term of Bishop Key as presiding elder of the 
Columbus district.

REY. J. T. M’LAUGHLIN, 

Rev. J. T. McLaughlin was born in Newton 
county in 1832. He is now president of the 
Covington Female college, and now in the 
fifty-fourth year of his age is teaching among 
the same people where he was born. He began 
teaching in 1453, and has almost without inter- 
mission been at the head of some prominent 
educational institution for thirty-three years. 
His work at Collinsworth Institute and LeVert 
collece, Talbotton, Ga., the present home of his 
family, is commended and praised by hundreds 
of mcn and women of the south who were pu- 
pils and patrons of his. In 1872 he was licensed 
by the South Georgia conference as a local min- 
ister. and in that field has dee much good. 
He is a true man, one of tue finest edticators in 
the south, and (cvington is fortunate in hay- 
ing him at ite head of her female college. 

REV. H. R. FELDER. 

After Rev. W. M. Hayes was promoted to the 
presiding eldership of the Columbus district 
during the summer of 1826, Rev. H, R. Felder 
was senttothe Talbotton church. His ser- 
vices to this people were satisfactory, and it 
was unusual delight that his return caused 
among churchmen and the whole town. 

Rev. H. R. Felder was born in what is now 
known as Clarendon county, 8. C., 1835. In 
1851 he moved to Georgia. During the first 
year of the war he he was in the First Geor- 
gia regiment, and afterwards served in the 
artillery department. In 1868-69 he repre- 
sented Houston county.in the general assem- 
bly, being one of the leading democratic mem- 
bers of that body. It was during 1869 that he 
was licensed as a local minister, and in 1875 
joined the South Georgia conference.

REV. N. D. MOOREHOUSE, 

Rev. N. D. Moorehouse, who is on the Talbot 
circuit, was born in Connecticut in the year 
1439, and is now forty-seven years old; of 
which time he has given twenty-seven years 
to the ministry. He was licensed in 1859 but 
did not join the conference until 1860, and 
from that time to the present he has served his 
church with remarkable zeal and fidelity. He 
is greatly belovei by his charges and is doing 
much good. 

REV. W. E. MUMFORD. 

The last, but especiaily dear to us,is Rev. 
W.E. Mumford. His home has been with the 
people of ‘Talbotton since 1871, when he came 
here as a printer boy. He was born at Fort 
Gaines, Ga., in 1552, but was raised at Bain- 
bridge. From his years of maturity he has 
been a citizen of the town, and identified with 
every landible enterprise and undertaking.

TOBACCO, 


May be Disposed With the Same 
Freedom as Other Crops? 

Daron, Ga., December 30.—[Special.]—Some 
time ago Tne COXSTITUTION, referring to the 
propriety of encouraging tobacco culture in 
Georgia, took the position that many planters 
would grow tobacco but for fear of trouble with 
government officials and the uncertainty of the 
meaning of certain laws ip regard thereto, and 
also because the grower was forced by law to 
sell to certain licensed parties.

There 
was a possibility of planters getting into trou- 
ble by a violation of the revenue laws in regard 
to tobacco. Those obnoxious laws have been 
repealed, and the planter is now as free in re- 

rd to the growth and sale of his tobacco as he 
is in regard to any other farm product, except 
he wishes to manufacture tobacco. Your cor- 
respondent has conversed with a number of 

cco growers in Virginia and North Carolina 
who have traveled over portions of Georgia, 
which they claim are especially adapted to the 
yrowth of fine yellow tobacco, such as sells for 
irom thirty to seventy-five cents per pound.

One mile below town is 
the Soque woolen mills, erected in 1882, which 
do @ vast business in their line, -All the looms 
have been running on double time for the past 


season, and have scarcely supplied the demand. 


Those who wish to sage the quality of their 
product can call on Messrs. M. C. & J. F. 
Kiser & Co., of Atlanta. Two miles lower 
down the river are to be found the 
woolen wills owned by the Porter 
Manufacturing company, the principal being 
J. H. Porter, of Atlanta. These mills were 
erected’ in 1883, are very extensive, and do an 
enormous business, their capacity being eighty 
looms, which run a portion of the year on 
double time. Not only does this company 
manufacture all-wool jeans, but jeans of vari- 
ous weights and grades; also tweeds and lin- 
seys of vearious descriptions. The capital of 
this company runs into the hundreds of thous- 
ands, and is of vast interest to Habershar” 
county, because of the large increase of taxa- 
ble property and in many other ways. 
: THE PEOPLE BENEFITED. 

Individuals are benefited by getting employ- 
ment, farmers by getting sale for their produce, 
and the railroad corporations by the thousands 
of car loads which pass to and _ (fro, 
laden with wool on coming in and 
with woolen goods on their return. Thiscom- 
pany bas now decided to commence the erection 
of a agree factory by January Ist, so as to 
supply their own warp for the woolen mills. 
They will also manufacture bunch thread and 
shirtings for the trade. This method of fur- 
nishing warp will add greatly to their business

There 
is less time lost by operatives from sickness 
than in many places, because of this being one 
of the most healthy sections of the 
globe, which can be easily understood when it 
is realized that itis onthe very backbone of 
the Piedmont escarpment and within twelve 
or fifteen miles of the Blue Ridge mountains. 
WHERE THE WATERS DIVIDE. 

Here at Clarksville, the water on ‘the west 
rushes violently to the Chattahoochee, and on 
the east to the waters of the Savannah. Taking 
into consideration the many advantages over 
other sections, Clarksville is not willing that 
these three factories should be all, for there is 
room fer more. A tobacco factory would pay here 
for nowhere in the south is better tobacco 
grown than in these northeastern counties.

They were so much pleased with the delight- 
ful climate, the grandeur of the scenery and 
the pure water, that many of them bought 
farms and built good houses among the foot 
hills, where they could be independent of hotel 
accommodations. Then there were hotels here 
better than now.

capital isa thing that can be administered 
only by afew. The moment al! the people 
in a country try to manipulate, invest and 
administer it, that very moment it loses its 
peculiar powers and virtues. Being no 
longer concentrated in the bands of the few 
whose interest itis tobuild, develop and 
produce, it is at the mercy of cross-purposes 
and is frittered away. 

The socialist growled when Mr. Stanley 


made his point, but he could not answer it. | 


‘The more he pondered over it the more per- 
plexing did this presentation of the problem 
appear. It is no new thing to find truth in 
fiction, but it isa pleasant surprise to Mr. 
Mallock’s readers to find atimely truth so 
forcibly put. 


A Perfunctory Wail.

Judge Mooney, of Algiers, Louisiana, 
labors under the disadvantage of living in 
an unappreciative community.

Avently too drunk to hold court, and that he | 


sometimes sleeps off a debauch at the police 
station. Itappears that the judge discharges 
firearms within the city limits, breaks into 
houses at two o’clock in the morning, 
smashes windows, and kicks up Jack gener- 
erally. He has been known to take a milk- 
man’s wagon from its owner and drive 
through the streets scattering the milk and 
acting like a maniac. So outrageous has 
been his conduct that his own mother one 
day chastised him with his cane. 

It must be admitted that the petitioners 
make out a good prima facie case against his 
honor, but it is to be hoped that no hasty 
action will be taken.

How Llove Valdosta? All the tenderest as- 
sociations of my childhood, and the dearest dreams 
of my youth cluster around that charming little 
city among the pines. Twelve years ago today, in 
sadness and ics, I turned my back upon the little 
staggering, old-time village, with its dirty. lanes 
and unkempt streets, and rickety wooden stores, 
and set my face toward that sunny land, which 
was then the veritable El Dorado of the south. 
Early impressions are deepest and most tenacious, 
and amid the orange groves, on the yellow hills, 
and by the biue waters, my heart would ever 
thrill atthe thought of the little country town 
among the pines so far away. 


My earliest recollections of Vaidosta are vivid. 
I remember the time, ’way long time ago, when 
there was a big Fourth of July celebration, and 
they had a real cannon that shot a ball as big as & 
wash-pot. The wash-pot has steadily decreased in 
size, as the years rolled by, until it is as large now 
as—well,as a small pumpkin, ’Tildy (that was 
grandpa’s yellow housemaid) said that every time 
they fired it a man ran very fast and picked up the 
ball, and came back and fired it off again. The 
railroad was a new thing then, and hundreds 
flocked to the embryo city to see the ‘‘cyars.”” The 
engineer had his engine draped in patriotic em- 
blems, and was very proud of it, but that engine 
was a devil incarnate to me. 


I kept my eye on the big black smokestack, from 
which I believed that awful shriek came, that made 
my hair stand on end, Grandpa was a big fat man 
and he held my hand while the terrible thing 
puffed and snorted and glared at me with that 
hateful eye, set in the middle of its hideous face‘ 
while the rough and wrinkled nose, which he 
called the cowcatcher, seemed to be scenting the 
fresh trail of a little boy about my size. I believe 
grandpa was “a little juberous,” himself, for he 
had never been intimately acquainted with rail- 
road trains. He had been to Milledgeville to the 
“Jegislatur,”’ but he went by the stage line, and 
crossed the river at Bustles’s Ferry. 


Another fact in connection with that day is im- 
pressed on my mind. As we came out of town, 
old man Radford and another man had their shirts 
off, their ‘‘galluses’” tied around their waists, and 
were fighting like Trojans, That was the first and 
last pugilistic encounter, in the ring, that I ever 
saw. After that I used to go to Valdosta, and pa 
used to drive Old Grey, and on the corner where 
Tom Griffin kept, he would hitch Old Grey to a 
post, and put me in Mr. Griffin’s piazza, while he 
went around the corner tosee aman. Some horri- 
ble fate always brought the train in while I was 
there, and at the first toot Old Crey would start a 
Highland fling, and I would _ reciprocate 
with a Kickaopoo war dance. I knew how it 
frightened me, but the agony of fear that Old Grey 
underwent, I shall never attempt to even imagine. 
When pa went to see a man, he always got some. 
thing that rendered him fearless in regard to en- 
gines, and I guess that is why, in later life, I con- 
tracted the habit of stepping around the corner to 
see & man. 


We used to have a way of coming in then bya 
round about road that wormed around through the

The friends of United States Marshal Nelms 
have noticed that since Christmas he has gen- 
erally appeared on the streets covered by a 
neat-fi and handsome overcoat. The gar- 
rmaeent has been universally admired, and many 

questions have been asked this popular officer 
a8 to what tailor made it, or where he pur- 
based it. He would proudly answer that it 
was a Christmas present from his subofdinates, 
the bailiffs and deputy Marshal 
Nelms took a great pride in exhibiting the 
gift, which he regarded as an indication 
of his popularity with the officials serving 
under him. When the gift was made the reci- 
pient gracefully acknowledged the kindness of 
the givers a: Cannounced his cheerful accept- 
ance of it. 


gift from officers of the government occasioned 
unfavorable remarks in certain circles, some 
persons going so far as to condemn him for re- 
ceiving it, and asserting that he had violated 
section 1784 of the revised statutes of the 
United States, which forbids “the reception of 
presents or the making of gifts, no matter in 
whatform,from officers oremployesabove them.” 
One legalist went so far as to write the marshal 
asharp letter in condemnation of his course, 
w hile another unequivocally charged him with 
oun violation of the civil service regula- 
ions. 

At first the innocent subject of these . struct- 
ures was disposed to treat the matter as a joke, 
but, after thinking it over deliberately, he re- 
solved to lay the question before his friends. 
Almost withont exception, they made light of 
it and advised him not to let the matter trouble 
him, as no reasonable person, they said, could 
seriously believe he bad violated any law, writ- 
ten or unwritten, by accepting the overcoat. 
Several prominent legal officers of the govern- 
ment were consulted and they, too, upheld him. 
Notwithstanding all these assurances, 
the marshal bad certain misgivings 
as to the propriety of his retaining the 
gift, and after much ruminating made a solemn 
resolve that, be the consequences what they 
may, and despite any derogatory remarks that 
people might make, and regardless of any cen- 
sure which might be unjustly heaped upon 
him, he would return the present to the gen- 
erous givers and explain why he could not 
conscientiously retain it. Therefore, reluctant- 
ly and regretfully, he sent back to the bailiffs 
and deputies the handsome overcoat, which 
was none the worse for the few days it had 
been worn, accompanied by the subjoined ex- 
planatory note: 

UNITED STATES MARSHAL’S OFFICE, NORTHERN 
DISTRICT OF GEORGIA, ATLANTA, Ga., December 30, 
1886.—The department in their dealings with the 
United States marshal’s office in the past having 
ignored the claims of the deputy marshals as offi- 
cials of the United States government,fand recog- 
nizing them only as employes of the m 1, and 
holding him alone responsible for their acts, and 
you having expressed your, kind feeling toward me 

tendering me apresenton Christmas day, upon 
the spur of the moment and not considering for a 
moment that my action would be misconstrued, I 
accepted it. Since said time, however, it has come 
to my attention that the statutes in regard to gifts 
to officials was given a construction that in nowise 
applied to you and me, but that every official act 
of mine may be free from even the appearance of 
wrong, the gift is respectfully returned.
